German aviators flying over War- 
saw, report that the Russians are 
evacuating that city according to a 
news despatch received by a news- 
paper at Geneva, Switzerland from 
Laibach, Austria. 


The Lublin-Chelm 
railroad, the 
line of retreat for the Russians in 
Warsaw, leading to the southeast, 
is in German hands, and the forces 
of 
Emperor 
William 
are gravely 
menacing Vilna, a city on one of the 
main railroad lines 
from Warsaw 
north to Petrograd. 


Evidence is accumulating that the 
Russians in Warsaw and its vicinity 
are 
destroying all property 
that 
might be of value to the Germans. 
They are even devastating farms ana 
grain fields. 


The French official statement of 
today describes aerial activity on the 
part of the Germans at three points, 
Nancy, St. Pol-sur-Mer, and Grave- 
lines. The damage in each case was 
slight. 
The 
fighting 
near "The 
Labyrinth" continues, but infantry 
has not taken part. 


There has been a fairly spirited 
fight in the Argonne, but otherwise 
no action of importance. ,

Washington, July 31.—Only one Amer» 
icau, a muleteer, named Whyley, wasi 
killed when the British steamer Iberian 
was shelled and sunk by a German sub- 
marine. 


American Consul Frost at Queenstown 
reported today that the Iberian disre- 
garded the submarine's warning to stop. 
Later the German commander gave the 
crew time to take to the boats before 
firing a torpedo. WTiyley died of shock 
and wounds from shells. 


The degree of protection which a neu- 
tral government can give its subjects 
tiaveling on such a belligerent mer- 
chant ship depends on the circumstances. 
In the case of the Armenian, in which a 
score of Americans were lost, the Uni- 
ted States held that the Americans on 
the ship lost the protection of their gov- 
ernment when it attempted to escape 
after being warned to stop.

'iBght against opium in China is meet- 


ing with success is indicated in a re- 
port 
to the 
state 
department 
from 
Thomas 
Sammons, 
American 
consul 
general at Shanghai, on the status of 
the traffic in the drug in that repub- 
lic. 


The 
report 
shows that 
there 
has 
been a sharp reduction in the importa- 
tion of opium 
since 1910. 
The half 
century annual receipts of that 
article 
of from about 6,666,000 to 
10,666,- 
000 pounds, had dropped in that year 
to 
4,714,400. 
In 
1914 
importations 
were 
only 
997,066 
pounds 
compared 
with 
2,418,400 
pounds 
the 
previous 
year. 


An interesting fact is that while the 
amount 
of 
opium 
imported 
has 
do 


creased the 
value increased. 
The re- 
ceipts in 1914, valued at 
$20,913,006 
were higher 
than for any year 
since 
the curtailment of receipts began, ex- 
cept in 1903, when 8,797,066 
pounds

$24,543,300.

Two American Bluejackets 
Lose Life in Port Au 
Prince Clash. 


Washington, July 31.—Reports today 
from the American legation in Port Au 
Prince, Haiti, say the city is quiet, and 
that the disarming of the natives is go- 
ing on. 
They recommend that a large 
naval force be sent to the island for the 
moral effect and to assist in patrol duty. 


While officials here 
today 
awaited 
further details of the 
fighting 
between 
Haitians and the forces under Rear Ad- 
miral Caperton at ,Port Au Prince, in 
which two American blue jackets were 
killed, additional marines 
were 
being 
put in readiness to be rushed to Haiti. 
The battleship Connecticut, 
with 
i>00 
marines aboard, was "due to sail today 
from Philadelphia, in addition, the nav.il 
transport Hancock at Philadelphia, also 
will go to Haiti, carrying other forces, 
it was said. 


The Americans, who lost their lives 
in the clash which occurred 
Thursday 
night, were William Gompers, seaman, 
of Brooklyn, and Cason S. Whitehur«t, 
ordinary seaman, of Norfolk, Va. 


In reporting the incident 
Rear 
Ad 
mirai Caperton said that he had been 
warned that an attack would be made 
on Port Au Prince where the marines 
had been landed to restore order after 
revolutionists liad taken the city. 
He 
sent his men out to the edge of the city 
to meet the attacking party, leaving a 
guard to maintain order in town. 
The 
attack began at 8 o'clock, 
and 
blue 
jackets bore the brunt of the 
fighting. 
Snipers from the brush 
opened 
fire 
which was promptly returned by 
the 
blue jackets. 
The attacking party was 
beaten 
off. 
No sailors were wounded, 
and the loss of the attacking force is 
not known. 


Reinforcements have been ordered to 
Haiti in response to a request of , Rear 
Admiral Caperton, made when he fir.?t 
landed. 
They were needed, he said, to 
police the city and surrounding district 
adequately. 
No great aj^prehension ia 
felt by naval officials over the situation. 
Secretary Daniels explained 
that 
the 
extra force was being sent primarily to 
permit short hours of guard duty. 


When the Haitiens resisted the land- 
ing of Rear Admiral Caperton's 
blue- 
jackets and marines Thursday, six of 
the natives were killed and two were 
wounded in the 
fighting. 
Admiral Cap- 
erton made this report today and fore- 
casted 
further revolutionary 
disturb- 
ances on the island. 


Sails for Haiti.

31.—The 
battle- 
ship Connecticut with nearly 500 ma- 
rines on board, sailed from the Phila- 
delphia navy yard today 
for Port Au 
Prince, Haiti, where the 
sea

As the Connecticut drew away 
from her dock, sailors and marines oa 
board the battleship Minnesota and the 
cruisers Brooklyn 
and Columbia

The marines and bluejackets on the 
Connecticut, eager to get away to see 
active service, cheered in return for the 
parting salute given them by the men 
who remained at home.

Progress of the Federal Bank 


In the estimation of financiers whose judgment is worth accept- 
ling, the federal bank system has in the nine short months in which 
it has been in operation^ fully proved its worth, though it is not yet 
a'money-maker. It is announced from Washington that the federal 
reserve board will shortly issue a statement showing just what the 
profits' and losses of each of the twelve banks were up to the first of 
the present month. The statement will, so it is said, probably be 
disappointing to those political financiers who thought each of the 
banks should earn large profits from the start, but it will not sur- 
prise or discourage the real friends of the system. 


Ten of the twelve banks are paying expenses. Two during the 
month of June earned 6 per cent, over and above all expeenses. Two 
are not yet making expenses, though each of these is making steady 
progress toward that end. 
St. Louis and Minneapolis are the two 
that have found it most difficult to earn expenses. 
An interesting 
fact is that the southern reserve banks paid expenses earlier than 
any of tlie banks in the north. 
"When the system was established 
many predictions were made that the southern reserve banks could 
not succeed. 
. 
The question as to whether the number of reserve banks shall 
eventually be reduced from twelve to eight or nine is still debated 
by sdine of the men who had most to do with the framing of the sys- 
tem. It may come up in the congress at the approaching session. 
It is understood that the members of the federal reserve board have 
itiade up their minds that no reduction should bo made. Six months 
ago some of them were in doubt as to whether twelve was too many 
banks. Having observed the system in actual operation for almost 
jiific months they are now pretty well convinced that it would be a 
mistake to attempt to reorganize the system by cutting down the 
number of banks. 


' It is pointed out that in considering the fact that the banks, 
taiiiig the system as a whole, have been pushed to meet expenses it 
should be borne in mind that the expenses of the first nine months 
hitluded the outlays for organization, which were heavy. 
The ex- 
peiises of the federal reserve board, which are borne by the twelve 
banks, were also unusually heavy during the organization period. 
tJiftder the circumstances the feeling in well informed quarters 
is!that the system, as a whole, has more than met the expectations of 
thp men who devised it. That it has come to stay no well infoimed 
person any longer doubts. 


Secretary Redfield touchily resents the broad hints thrown out 
at Chicago that government inspectors may be "whitewashed" in 
the investigation of the Eaatland steamer^ disaster. 
Some pretty 
\yell-defincd dissatisfaction has already been expressed at the course 
tiiiis far pursued in the secretary & inquiry, and the general public 
is 5n no temper to see t|ie affair glossed over in order to shield any- 
bdcly. 
Meantime, Mr. Redfield's suggestion that the public "just 
•wait" until the inquiry is complete and its full extent is disclosed 
is probably fair enough. 
The secretary is entitled to that suspen- 
sion of judgment. Besides, thé federal grand jury mahifèstg a dis- 
position to take proper care of the situation; including ^siich phases 
as might be overlooked-iHc other quarters. That start from Judge 
Landis'court looks like real business.'

Fostered in Coiruption, Declares Furuseth 


Father of New Seaman's 
Act Says the Inspection 
Service 
is Botten and 
Owners of 
Steamships 
Let Profit 
Chloroform 
Their Consciences. 


(By Dean Halliday;) 


Chicago, July 31.—"Sired by greed 
and fostered in corruption—by men who 
have, allowed profit to chloroform their 
consciences!— 
^ 


"There is your answer to the cap- 
sizing of the top-heavy steamer East- 
land and the loss of more than 1,000 
lives,"' declared Andrew Furuseth, fath- 
er of the LaFollette seamen's bill and 
president of the International Seamen's 
Union of Americai when I asked him to 
iix, in his opinion, the blame for 
this 
horrible disaster. 


"The shipowners are to blame because 
ot the system which they have foster- 
eC," asserted the "grand old man of the 
sea." 


"But the United States marine in- 
spection service is directly to blame be- 
cause the service, although warned re- 
peatedly, has disregarded these warn- 
ings. 
It is rotten from end to end. 


"I put this directly up 
to 
George 
Uhlir, of Washington, D. C., for, as su- 
pervising inspector general, he has had 
evidence after evidence placed before 
him pointing out and forecasting just 
such calamities as the Eastland and x,et 
he has done nothing and has let his sub- 
ordinates go on issuing permits to ves- 
sels which they knew should not be per- 
mitted to sail the lakes, let alone carry 
passengers. 
And if they didn't know 
these things they are not fit men to 
hold their positions. 


"One year ago we submitted to the 
oepartmcnt of commerce reports of an 
investigation which showed that boat 
after boat was being allowed to operate 
on the lakes overcrowded and under- 
ballasted and in other 
ways 
unsea- 
wcrthy, even predicting loss of life on 
a boat tied to the pier, as the Eastland 
was. 


"Yet the department did nothing. 
"Secretary Redfield I do not hold re- 
sponsible, for in the multitude of his 
duties he has to depend upon his bu- 
reau chiefs. 


"And these bureau- men—in this in- 
stance—the men in the inspection serv- 
ice, have proved unfaithful to him. 


"Had they done their duty the East- 
land would not have been allowed to 
run until finally she fell over on her 
side and became a 'coflin ship,' for she 
was known all over the lakes 
as 
a 
'crank.' 


"Inspected in Cleveland in 1913 her 
excursion permit only allowed 653 
to 
be carried in. addition to the crew. The 
iiispectors knew her faults and knew 
that more than 700 people would prove 
dangerous. 


"But in Grand Haven in 1914 she was 
issued a permit for 2,000. 
Then 
this 
year a permit is issued 
allowing the 
sl ipowners to load her down with 2,- 
500 people, a load which the poor old 
fhip could not possibly carry unless her 
fcottom had been filled with iron ballast 
Avhich was not done. 


"It is the system. 
The existing lawa 
leave it to the discretion of the inspec- 
tors to fix the number of passengers a 
ship may carry with safety. 


Human ballast! 
The sketch 
above 
stows how the weight of 2 , 5 0 0 passen- 
gers on top instead of sufiScient ballast 
below toppled over the Eastland and 
caused the loss of more than 1,000 lives. 
It is said by seamen that 
the 
East- 
land's stability line, the imaginaiy line 
indicated in the picture above, was only 
four inches deep, sixteen inches abort of 
the government requirement. 
Below is 
a picture, the only one ever taken, of 
Andrew Furuseth, father of the 
sea- 
men's act, who puts blame for East- 
land disaster on United States inspec- 
tion service. 


''And the inspectors 
are 
appointed 
mainly 
upon the 
recommendation of 
shipowners. 
And what happens? 
If 
an inspector develops a conscience, out 
he goes. 
Ther© are lots of good men 
in the service, but they can do nothing 
—they are helpless. If they do do anj'- 
thing, they don't last. 


"And it is this system—the shipown- 
ers—that are fighting for a repeal of 
the seamen's act. 
A law which, had it 
been in force now, would have prevented 
the loss of 1,000 lives on the Eastland. 


"It would have been impossible to 
carry the necessary number of lifeboats 
and rafts for 2,500 as made necessary 
under the new law which goes into ef- 
fect November 1, and, therefore, 
the 
number of people would have had to be 
cut—probably to less than 1,000. 


"Of course, they are fighting the sea- 
men's act! 
It puts a value upon hu- 
man life without considering the cost 
oi operation or of lifeboats. 


"Naturally the owners want to carry 
the maximum of people, regardless of 
oanger, at the minimum of 
expense. 
Can you blame foxes for eating geese?" 


Eastland Owners Protest Against New 
Seamen's Law. 


OiTicial correspondence made 
public 
following the capsizing of the Eastland 
with thé loss of more than 1,000 lives 
shows that the owners begged exemp- 
tion from the new seamen's act. 


Secretary W. C. Redfield, of the de- 
partment of commerce, has made public 
letters written by W. H. Hull, general 
manager of the St. Joseph Transporta- 
tion company, owners of the Eastland. 


Hull in his letters protested against 


the new law and sought to have it can- 
celled. 


He even admits that under the new 
law he could not operate the Eastland 
under the conditions she was running 
under when disaster ended her career. 


Here is an excerpt from one of Hull's 
letters to Secretary Redfield, written 
June 30: 


"The Eastland, operating this season 
from June 12 to September 8, inclusive, 
iá licensed to carry 2,570 
people, is 
equipped with life preservers for that 
number of people and has life rafts and 
lifeboats capacity under the last in- 
spection for 771 people. 


"In order to keep its maximum cann- 
ing capacity at the present figure we 
v-'ould have to increase its equipment rn 
life rafts and lifeboats 66 2-3 per cent. 


"This is a physical impossibility. 
"If it were possible 
to 
put ' this 
amount of equipment; on the Eastland 
the weight that would be added to its 
upper deck would make the boat diffi- 
cult to handle. 


"If our life saving equipment is al- 
lowed to remain as it is at present our 
carrying capacity would be decreased 
40 per cent., or 1,028. You can see that 
a daily reduction of 40 per 
cent, 
in 
carrying capacity would amount to con- 
siderable during the season in operat- 
ing revenue."

People not inoculated againtt typhoid 
fever by vaccinatiiiii are ten times mqre 
apt to contraet the disease, and it is 
t-en times more apt to be fatjil when 
they contract it than ii the case with

Typhoid germs are spread lar^ly in 
the discharges from the human body 
and the «pread of the disease is due 
greatly to carelessness, and unhygienie 
modes of living..

to the country and contract the dis- 
ease because of the unsanitary condi-

There are many new fangled ways 
of serving watermelon, but none quite 
equal to the old one. 
Cut the melon 
through his equator, then slice from 
center to end of melon. 


But there are other ways; for in- 
stance : 


Watermelon cubes in cups—Cut cold 
melon in inch slices, carefully remove 
I seeds, rind and white ring; cut slices 
)into inch cubes and put into ice cold 
sherbet glasses and serve at once. 


Spiced watermelon a la Milwaukee— 
(Cut the melon in half from stem to 
flower end. Cut out the red center with 
a tablespoon taking care to keep pieces 
even in size and shape. Wlhen shell is 
empty drain out water and seeds and 
fill shell with the pieces of melon. Mix 
one-half 
tablespoon of ground 
cinna- 
mon with half a cup of sugar and sprin- 
kle over the pieces of melon. 
Place 
shell on platter in bed of ice and send 
to table. 
Serve melon in low sherbet 
glasses and small fork. 


Watermelon salad—Melons that 
are 
not rich in sugar may be used in salad. 
Be sure the melon is ice cold; cut tiny 
balls from the red heart amd pile balls 


vinegar over the melon in crock and 
put a plate on top to keep melon under 
the liquid. Allow to stand in cold place 
twenty-four liours. 
Drain off 
liquid 
and bring to boiling point, then turn 
over the melon same as before. 
Stand 
twenty-four hours. 
Boil all up togeth- 
er for ten minutes, skim if necessarj"^, 
jiack in jars, seal and set away in cool, 
dark place. 


Watermelon preserves—The following 
is a famous Georgia recipe: 


Use plump, firm melon and cut it in 
' half, remove all the red center and pare 
off the green rind, cut the white part 
into two-inch pieces and soak in weak 
"'lum water—even tablespoonful of alum 
to three quarts of cold water. 
Allow 
alum water—even tablespoonful of alum 
water and boil' melon in clear water 
until fork pierces pieces easily. 


Make a syrup, allowing one and one- 
half pouinds of sugar and one cup of 
water for each pound of melon; dissolve 
sugar slowly over very slow fire, when 
all dissolved skim syrup and add the 
juice of one-half a lemon and a small 
piece of the rind. 
Add the melon and 
boil slowly one hour until 
melon is 
clear. 


Pack in glass cans while hot and on 
top of each can drop fresh bay leaf put 
on top and seal while hot. 
Dried watermelon rind.—Cut the rind 
on leaf of lettuce; serve with

This is the Time 


for String Beans 


(By Caroline Coe.)' 


This is the time of year to serve vege- 
tables in any and all ways. 
They are 
coming into the market from the sotith 
and are getting cheaper. 
They should 
take the place of the heartier food for 
they are healthful and abound in nu- 
trition. 
Beans should be cooked 
as 
soon as possible after being gathered, 
for if they are not fresh they will re- 
quire long cooking and the flavor is 
lost. 


Do not allow string beans that have 
become wilted to stand in water. Wash 
them and put thein in a damp cloth 
and set in cool place for two hours. 
Break the string from each end and 
cut in inch pieces. 
Cook 
in 
boiling 
water until tender and add salt when 
nearly done. 
The > cooks of the south 
boil beans much longer than we do in 
the north. 
The term "cooking tender" 
must mean as -each housekeeper likes 
them cooked. Manv of the recipes givo 
forty minutes to tbree hours.

Wash, string and cut two quarts of 
bean» in pieces; boil until tender, drain 
and put back in sauce pan. Shake over 
fire to dry, stir three tablespoonfuls of 
butter into beans, add two tablespoon- 
fuls of minced parsley and the juice 
of two lemons. 
Stir thoroughly 
and 
serve. 


Beans Brittany Style. 


Wash, string and cut in inch pieces 
two quarts of striing beans. 
Cook un- 
til tender and if beans are young and 
very fresh forty minutes should be long 
enough. 


Peel and cut in small dice one medi- 
um sized onion, put in sauce pan with 
two tablespoonfuls of butter and saute 
till golden brown. Add one tablespoon- 
ful of flour, blend until perfectly sinMth, > 
add one pint of beef or chicken stock 
and salt and pepper to taste. 
Let the 
mixture come to boil—skim, then add 
the beans that have been drained/and 
simmer ten minutes. 
A clove of garlic 
minced fine may be added' when reatlgr 
to serve.

»rho never taxiuble their parents with 
•^aggin' for taya." 
They never gaze 
longingly into the store windows and 
wish for the playthings displayed in- 
side. 
They never express mild though 
pointed desires for toy boats or aero- 
planes or kites. 


They make their own. 
These boys, 
whogi it 1B very safe to call remark- 
able ffithout mining their sense of mod- 
esty, are PäuI and Edward 
Hobrock 
and William and Carl Schäfer. 
They 
are little fellows, all of them, and they 
carry the Sentinel, by the way, but 
they are tnming out work that would 
do credit to heads older by far than 
theirs. 


Started on Kites. 


It was several years ago that these 
boys first shorwed symptoms oi the kite 
habit. They got a lot of strips and be- 
gan the construction of several pieces 
of aerial app«r»ta», and before very 
long had become pretty efficient kite 
builders. 


They made a number last summer and 
experts commented upon the care and 
excellent workmanship 
displayed 
in 
them. 
Their kite operations 
became 
more extensive as time 
passed, and 
early last spring the boys of the neigh- 
borhood began to admire their handi- 
work to the point of offering to ac- 
quire them by purchase. So early sum- 
mer foimd the Hobrock-Schafer combi- 


nation a business of no mean impor- 
tance among the kidlets of the 
west 
end. 


Open a Workshop. 


So it happens that a workshop has 
been established in a bam on 
the al- 
ley between their respective parential 
domiciles, and it is a busy place vrery 
day. Benches for work and metal work 
and everything that the boy carpenter 
can desire are to be had in the shop, 
and the type of work that is turned 
exit speaks well for 
the 
medianical 
gtnius of the boys employed therein. 


When thé children's department of the 
Fort Wayne public library advertised 
in the newspapers several months ago 
that a kite exhibition was to be staged 
in the room, early morning found the 
members of the kite-craft loaded with 
examples of their workmanship, await- 
ing; the opening of the department. 


So kites to the number of a dozen or 
more from the Hobrock-Schafer 
shop 
w«re amone the first to be placed on 
display. 
Of course the publicity thus 
afforded the boys went-., a long 
way 
toward helping them dispose of their 
wares, and their more thick-fingered 
and less skilled fellows of the 
west 
end began to turn in orders to them. 
So it happened that four Fort Wayne 
boys embarked early on a career 'Oiat 
combines mechanical 
knowledge 
and 
business judgment in a very unusual, 
not to say original, maimer, 
and in 
which they are making good. 


The Aeri^lane. 


But kites did not content the Ho- 
brock-Schafer combine, for the 
boys 
soon began the construction of 
aero- 
planes. They got books from the pub- 
lic library children's department—^"tell 
how*' books, and they studied 
aerial 
navigation no less thoroughly than did 
one Zeppelin fellow (see war or any 
German citizen), and very soon they 
had not only an aeroplane, but a real, 
for-8ure fleet of the flyers. 


Of course kites by this time paled 
into an insignificance that was 
near 
unto oblivion, and were it not for the 
financial benefits 
derived 
from 
the 
stringed critters at 'fifteen cents and 
tp, kites would already be a thing of 
the past with them. 


But the boys have built aeroplanes so 
fast and so well that they now have 
them as large as four feet long and are 
able to fly some of them fifty to a hun- 
dred feet. 
Rubber bands are employed 
for motive power, and the wings are 
made of thin paper carefully pasted on 
frail woo^^ frames. Monoplanes have 
been the only attempts of the juniors 
Art Smiths, but they have builded them 
to pwfection, and it is impossible to 
find in any toyshop in the land minia- 
ture flyers that will break less easily, 
fly further and look better when they 
are flying than the Hobrock-Schafer 
planes. 


And Sailboats, Toow 


About the only thing that moves the 
boys have not designed and built is 
submarines. 
Their toy boats display a 
workmanship and idea of marine archi- 
tecture that none but a true sailor can 
fully appreciate. They hAve built boats 
of every type from the pointed shingle 
up. but their real success has been in 
canvas-covered 
sailing 
craft. 
These 
boats are from one to three 
feet in 
length, and carry sail and tack about 
in the gales that come over Swinney 
park in a perfectly respectable fashion. 


These little boats are the kind that 
do the heart of the waterman 
good; 
they are well proportioned 
and 
well 
built, but more than that, they have 
the sailing idea. 
Kite sticks are used 
for ribs, and the keel is laid like the 
keel of an ocea^ liner. 
The bow. and 
stern are cut from solid wood, and the 
keel is sunk deep in these, 
and 
the 
ribs then are fastened over the outside 
to give the shape of the hull. 
Light 
canvas or duck then is stretched tight 
and tacked into position, and the deck- 
ing is laid as if it were to hold a cargo 
of cedar shingles. 
Then the 
tedious 
and clothes ruining painting process is 
begun. 
White lead aiid pure 
oil are 
mixed and a priming coat is given the 
hull. 
Then another coat is put on on 
top as soon as the flrst one is dry, and 
another and then anqther are added. 
None of the boats get less 
than 
ten 


coats of paint, one of them has twenty. 
And the paint is put on right, too, in 
thin and even coats that will not soak 
up and blister in the water, yet which 
makes the inside of the litúe craft as 
dry as the proverbial chip. 


The decking is given its 
share 
of 
paint, and girl decorations and name- 
plates finish the job. 
Then the masts 
and spars, the booms and gafts are cut 
from the right timber and afe squared 
and rounded into perfect shape. 
And 
the sails are cut right- too, are cut 
-With an eye to service as well as beau- 
ty, and they pick up the 
breeze 
and 
pull the little craft along. 


Keels on wire 
frames 
with 
lead 
weights are added, the bottom half be- 
ing allowed to 
swing. 
Although the 
swinging keel is not countenanced any 
longer on a large boat the boys have 
perfectly good reasons ,for using them. 
The lakes and rivers here, where they 
sail their boat« are not good channels, 
even for toys, and the swinging keel 
often will slip over a rock or stump 
or patch of weeds that would capsize a 
boat were the keel of the "stiff bottom" 
Variety. 


It's the Care. 


Now here, is the point. 
These boys, 
of course, are gifted in the making of 
kites and boats and 
aeroplanes, but 
they probably are no more gifted than 
a score or even a hundred other boys 
and girls who couldn't do what they 
have done. 
But these boys have an- 


other trait—that of thoroughness. Noth- 
ing half-finished, nothing 
"almost as 
good," nothing slipshod is allowed to 
pass out of their. little 
shop. 
The 
eas^r way is not considered as long as 
the right way is to be had. 


If a job looks as well as a good job, 
but is not as well done as a good one 
would be, it is a failure, and the boys 
turn out nothing but the best 
thfcy 
know how. The twenty coats of paint 
on one of their boats is an example of 
this. . 


The painting and drying twenty times 
of the paint on that one boat was a 
herculean task. 
The boys who 
could 
allow a perfectly good boat 
to loaf 
eround a shop drying itself with a lake 
and a breeze hanging around waiting 
8re marvels in this day of ours. 
But 
they did give it twenty coats and the 
cither day when they put it into the 
water beside a boat with three coats,^ 
the other boat sunk and theirs floated* 
and would still be afloat had they al- 
lowed it to stay there. 


In their aeroplane they could have 
made the building of a score of parts 
easier by far. But they followed close- 
ly the example of the big aviation ex- 
perts, the men who have made 
real 
successes, and they won out. 


Take as an example the propellers on 
these tiny air-craft. 
They could have 
made these little spinwheels of solid 
wood, and most toy builders to. 
But 
they found that the propellers would 


be lighter, would be more lasting and 
better balanced, would work better if 
tliey wore. made of thin strips, so thin 
strips it is. Kite sticks were employed, 
and were glued in position at the de- 
sired sla_pt and angle, and when 
the 
glue had dried and hardened the cut- 
ting was done so carefully that there 
was no "lopsided" effect. 


It is care in these little things that 
have made the Hobrock-Schafer coinbi-. 
nation successful. 
These boys possess 
that thing, that 
understanding 
and 
ability that is becoming scarcer each 
day in Young America, that care that 
has made the (Jerman people. They do 
things right no matter whether they 
could be done nearly right in a shorter 
time and with much less effort. 


Are Real Boys. 


But business and "lalwr" in 
their- 
shop are not the only 
aims of these 
boys. 
True, they do spend a lot of' 
time in their shop and they work hard 
there, but their very best little ocen- 
pation is not selling, but playing with 
the toys they make.

Felton was only fifteen years 
old 
when he started at the bottom, carrying 
a rod for a surveying créw in Pennsyl- 
vania, his native state. 


At twenty he was chief engineer of 
an important railroad; at twenty-nine 
he was a general manager; at thirty- 
two he was railroad vice president, and 
at thirty-seven he was writing "Presi- 
dent of the East Tennessee, 
Virginia 
and Georgia road" after his name. Rail- 
road magnates 
soon discovered 
that 
"Sam" Felton had a genius for etruc- 
tive railroad work; the weakest roads 
thrived under his nourishing care; stock- 
holders forgot to worry when Felton 
was in charge of their road. 


Railroad organization and railroad re- 
organizatiori—that's Felton's life work, 
"The genius for railroad building is 
in his blood," railroad men said many 
years ago, and the former rodman prov- 
ed they were right, for in the last twen- 
ty-five years he has been president of 
eleven ro«i4e and he has held aeveral im- 
portant receiverships.

"While daily dispatches give hints 
of such spectacular air battles, in 
terse military 
language it is but 
seldom that an ample description of 
the feeling and thrills of the avia- 
tors as they fight each other under 
the intoxication of the air, is given. 


Phil Wurst, an American born in 
St. Louis, Mo., but more recently an 
aviator of the Kaiser's army, has 
given a thrilling account of a bat- 
tle in the air with two French air- 
ships over Paris in a letter to his 
mother, excerpts of which follow: 


"Dear Mother—Thank God I have 
again reached my division. During 
the forenoon I went at D— for the 
purpose of finding the enemy's po- 
sition. 
Ober-Lieutenant K. went 
along as observer and my biplane 
soon carried us to a height of 8,000 
feet above the enemy's position. As 
expected, we soon were the object 
of lively firing and several times I 
felt a well-known trembling in the 
machine—a sign that a shot had 
hit one of the wings. After a three- 
hour flight we were able to give 
our report to General Herringen at 
headquarters and after compliment- 
ing us he ordered us to be given 
roast chicken and cigars

"I went up again in the afternoon 
with Major G. We were observing

We had 
to act. I shot at the airman ahead 
of us.

Phil Wurst'8 greatest de^. how- 
ever, was flying over Lodz, then in 
possession of the Russians, and 
dropping bombs Into the electric 
plant which left the Russians In 
fear without lights. One day when 
General von Hindenberg's army was 
advancing on Lodz, the Polish man- 
ufacturing city, the staff decided that 
to plunge the 
city Into darkness 
would be to create panic among the 
Russian soldiers and Inhabltanta. 
They sent for Phil Wiurst. who 
through hla, daring had earaed tha

Phil Wurst climbed into his ¿1* 
batross machine and flew across Fo*' 
land toward Lodz.

Before this war began those who 
took an interest in military atairi 
thought of Germany's air forces in 
terms of Zeppelins.

ton had named five men—two dead and 
tliree living—who were implicated 
in 
the alleged grafting. 


Mr. Mantón recited that upon read- 
ing the interview attributed to the gov- 
ernor he sent him by telegraph a mes- 
r.age asking whether he had been cor- 
rectly quoted. Failing to receive a re- 
ply, Mr. Mantón said he deemed it ad- 
A'isable to state just what happened in 
the interview that fire men wére men- 
tioned. 


"I had sought the gpvernor," says Mr. 
Mantón in his statement, "for the pur* 
pose of asking him, in view of the facf 
that he was the prosecutor who broughi 
about Becker's conviction to take thi 
advice of some eminent citizens con- 
cerning the action that should be takeu 
by him in respect to enforcing the sen- ^ 
tence of death. I told the governor thai 
Becker would answer any question pro- 
pounded to hi mby such a commissioner. 
The governor then said: 'Mantón, you 
nted not answer this unless you want 
to; but can Becker give me anything oB 
this municipal administration?' 


"Í replied, 'I do not know. You had 
better get that first hand from Becker's 
lips.'

Trust Estate Incomes Sul^eet to Law, 
Commissioner Says.

ect to the income 
tax, and where received annually by a 
bCTefidary the fiduciary must withhold 
the normal tax, according to a ruling to- 
day by the commissioner of the int«iual 
revenue. 
Undisturbed annual 
income 
from trust estate, the ruling says, "bo- 
comes an entity," liable for the normal 
and additional tax, to be paid by the 
fiduciary. 


When a beneficiary reeeives only part 
of the income due, tte normal tax must 
be withheld on the sum paid and income 
retained must be treated as taxable to 
the estate for both the normal and ad- 
ditional tax to be paid by the fiduciary. 


Upon fifing notice with other debtors 
or with holding affents fiduciaries shall 
be exempt from having income due to 
tliem as such, withheld by any other 
agent.

SCIHIED BY S P E B 


Subject is Discussed at the 
Meeting of Fort Wayne 
Civic Forum. 


l i e present tax system in Indiana 
was given hard raps by the various 
speakers at the regular weekly meetipg 
of the Fort Wayne Civic Forum at the 
South Wiayne school Friday evening. 


Samuel M. Foster told of many inron- 
sistencies under the present laws that 
work great hardships and cause men to 
hide their possessions, especially money 
and intangible property. 
He dedared 
that the great burden comes not only on 
real estate, but drives intangible prop- 
erty into hiding. 


"I know of two pieces of property 
which have just been leased," he said. 
"One is taxed at the rate of 7 per cent, 
and the other is taxed at the rate of 20 
per cent. 
There are hundreds of just 
such' unfair burdens placed upon real 
estate. In one phase of the matter 
there is no change. The rate is alike in 
every instance, but the law does not 
take into consideration the earning ca- 
pacity of the properties so taxed. It is 
tremendously unequal anad unfair. The 
men who appraise our property are not 
to blame. They are well meaming. They 
discharge these duties as best they can. 
But we only pay them a pittehce of $2 
per day for each day that they work. 
They are not experts and it iS human 
nature that they conserve the good will 
of the people, to whom they are com- 
pelled to look for approbation and 
enough votes to re-elect them to the 
office of assessor." 


Mr. Foster declared that the money 
tax wa seven worse. A thousand dollars 
cannot be appraised for any less than 
that amount and when it was listed at 
3 pt-r cent' and the interest only 4 per 
cent, the man who had banked the thou- 
sand dollars had 1 per cent left. He 
said that the only salvation was the 
ignoring of the law. 


Between Two Fires. 


Flavius J. Young declared that the 
property owner is between two fires. If 
he improves his property the appraiser 
comes along and says: "I see you have 
improved your property. It's worth so 
much more now so up goes the valua- 
tion." Next year there are no improve; 
ments for the taxpayer has learned his 
lesson, he said. 
While the valuation 
csn't be increased, the appraiser says: 
"The pay roll is increasing. We must 
have more money." As a result the 
speaker said the tax levy is accordingly 
increased. 


During the course of his address Mr. 
Young asked if anyone present believed 
that amy of the men now holding offico 
in the court house were able to earn 
one-half what they do now before they 
got political jobs. He declared that the 
same skill and efficiency as now appears 
in the county and city offices could be 
gained at half the money now paid and 
not fall below the average intelligence 
diralayed. 


Lee J. Ninde, president of the Fort. 
Wayne Real Estate exchange, told how 
the state and the entire country were 
becoming aroused over the tax problems 
and inequalities that are permitted to 
exist. He urged a new constitution in 
Indiana as a remedy. 


Frank H. Hilgemann acted as chair- 
man of the meeting. The next meeting 
of the Ovic Forum will be held at the 
South Wayme school Friday evening. 
Councilman J. B. Mills will act as chair- 
man next Friday.

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BULES OF GIRLS' 
COMMUNITY HOMES. 


Here are 
some 
facts about, the 
community homes for girls, now be- 
coming a national movement. 


There is but one rule: "Be chari- 
table in your speech about your fel- 
low guests"—^the other rules being 
formulated by the girls themselves. 


Each Miss has her ow.i bed and 
place for her clothes. 


Everything has been done to. re- 
move anything 
that 
might give a 
"boarding house atmosphere." 
. The girls pay an average of but $3 
a week for clean rooms and excel- 
lent board, and 
no girls making 
more than $10 a week are admitted. 


The girls dictate their own menus. 
They sit four at a table. Their food 
is of the best. They are allowed to 
do their washing in the basement. 


They have parlor with player pi- 
ano and games, reading room and 
dining room in which to entertain 
guests. 


In the big flower-covered yard are 
trj'sting places between rose buehes, 
and spooning is encouraged, 
each 
girl being allowed to have as many 
callers as she desires and no restric- 
tions placed on her as to her hours. 


By a Member of the Xew York Set- 
tlement Workers* Lea^rne. 


When 
systematic 
sociology was 
taken up in the United States for the 
first time, the most serious problem 
that confronted the workers was the 
girl who makes Içss than $8 a week. 


While in many 
states minimum 
wage laws were passed this did not 
materially clear the situation, as the 
minimum 
established 
averaged 
îibout $6 and no girl could comfor- 
tably support herself on this sum. 


The social workers 
thereupon 
realized that the unmarrtcd working 
girl was a problem 
to which they 
fhould devote their entire time to 
e.3 it was manifest that she was sub- 
jected to greater 
temptation than 
uny class with 
which they had to 
¿cal. 


The idea presented itself of hav- 
ing 
these 
girls 
band together in 
homes and in Y. W. C. A. quarters, 
but this met with only partial BUC- 
cess. The majority of girls refused 
to live in the homes and while the 
y. W. C. A. homes have been suc- 
cessful still there are many girls 
who v/ould not live in them. 


The girls beside wanting a home 
atmosphere 
also desired 
freedom 
from undue restraint as to the hours 
they must keep and a place where 
they might entertain callers. 
Even 
the best of girls objected to the re- 
ligious homes. 
While the majority 
of them were of some faith and often 
visited church on Sunday they ob- 
jected to a sort of religious espion- 
age that meant bed at 9 p. m., after 
night prayers. 
They also demurred 
at censorship of their hours, beliefs, 
habits, choice of young men escorts, 
etc. It was therefore apparent that 
to reach the young woman living 
alone in the world, some other plan 
must be adopted. 
XEW PLAN 
LAUNCHED. 


After 
years 
of 
experimenting 
along this line with but slight suc- 
cess, a plan bas just been adopted 
that seems to solve all the objections 
of the girls and give them homes 
that they actually learn to love. In 
several 
cities 
charitable 
women 
have fitted up houses wheré the girls 
may live under their own rule at ,$3 
a week for room and board. 


In St. Louis, one of the first cities 
to adopt this new plan, a three-story 
brick house, with a large yard filled 
•with roses, plants and 
shrubbery, 
was selected. 
The first day it was 
occupied by ten girls who left be- 
hind them memories living some of 
them four 
in a room 
and eating 
"Where best they might. 


Expecting to find many hampering 
rules, the girls found 
but one—be 
charitable in your speech about your 
fellow guests. A simple rule indeed, 
but one if Enforced would spell suc- 
cess for the home and prevent the 
•mall and petty quarrels that seem 
constant where a number of girls 
come together. The question of oth- 
er 
rules and: regulations was left 
entirely to the girls. 
In fact, they 
are a self-governing aggregation of 
young business women. 


.• There are seven bedrooms in the 
home, each with three or more win- 
dowB- Each girl has her individual 
bed and plenty of space for her pos- 
sesfrion.

This young American,

has attempted something more dar- 
ing in Ms relations with the Freuch 
army—^to introduce osteopathy over

In his letters to his Kirksville 
friends. Dr. Claverie says but little 
of his reward for bravery. He refers 
to it as "an opportunity Of doing 
some good work." He fails to tell 
of the German ihella breaking with

shrieks 
above 
the PVench 
trenches, of the young officer who 
climbed over the trench and made 
a mad dash toward the foe only to 
fall with 
a bullet 
wound in his 
chest; of his 
spontaneous 
act in 
rushing from the trench, through 
the maze of bullets an4 bringing the 
wounded 
officer 
to 
safety; 
his 
escape from being wounded in his 
work of mercy, accomplished almost 
by the miraculous. 


As the brave deed 
was 
accom-* 
pushed an entire regiment raised 
Itself from the mud and mire of the 
trench, forgot the weariness of many 
hours of fighting and cheered the 
doctor-soldier who had walked Into 
the Jaws of death to bring back 
through smoke and 4re the wounded 
officer. 


Bravery is recognized more quick- 
ly by the men in the trenches than

He was born iû Francê, was Dr. 
Claverie, the son of a prosperous 
farmer. He studied in Paris, wbere 
he first became interested in the 
methods of drugless healing. 
Ten 
years 
ago 
he 
visited New York, 
where he met Dr. St George Fech- 
tig, a leading osteopath. This friend- 
ship led him to enter the Kirksville 
school. 


In August 1914, while he was at 
Valparaiso, 
Ind., 
taking 
summer 
work at Valparaiso University, Dr. 
Claverie read of the declaration of 
war between France and Germany. 
Although he needed but five days to 
complete his summer studies, he 
caught the first train back to Kirks- 
ville to 
get 
his 
military papers, 
rushed to New York City, where he 
reported to the French consul. 


He with 1,500 other 
Frenchmen 
sailed for Havre. 
He was at once 
allowed to join his old regiment and 
went into immediate service. 


His letters to his friends in Kirks- 
ville are as full of interesting details 
as the delecting pencil of the cen- 
sors would permit; and he-also tells 
of his other battle—his struggle to 
introduce osteopathy while doing his 
work as a member of the medical 
corps. 


Of his bravery, rewarded as it was 
by an unusual appreciation by Ihe 
commanders, he says but little; of 
his efforts to practice his profession 
in the face of the sneers and dis- 
couragements by the officers of the 
medical staff, he is enthusiastic. 


He is 
a member 
of 
Kirksville 
Lodge, A. F. & A. M., No. 366, and 
of the Theta Psi Fraternity at the 
Kirksville school. 


On September 28 in a letter to his 
Kirksville friends, he wrote: 


"At Bivouac, the place where I 
am at present (I cannot tell where) 
looks more like a picnic party than 
anything else. 
Quite a number of 
us are camped in a forest, and while 
the soup is 
cooking I am writing 
you. 
The censor 
is such that I 
hardly know what to write, the lit- 
tle things that would interest you, 
I can't tell, and you may readily 
see why. However, I am feeling fine 
and having the time of my life so 
far as experiences go. 
I have be- 
come accustomed to the big guns, 
which I assure don't even interfere 
with my stealing a nap every now 
and then. I haven't seen a bed for 
many moons, but the weather Is - 
not cold, so I don't mind gazing at 
the stars. 
My education 
on the 
sleeping porch at the old Theta Psi 
Fraternity house has been of serv- 
ice to me. 
September 15th was a 
sad day for me, thinking of you all 
going back to school and wishing I 
might be with you.*^

On October 15 he said: 
"At last 
I received your four postals; togeth- 
er with friends, we were trying to 
• read our mail last night, when a 
shell exploded above us, killing four, 
wounding five, but I escaped

brought him in told me he was bad- 
ly wounded in the arm and when I 
walked toward him to cut his sleeve 
and tunic preparatory to dressing 
the wound, the poor fellow scream- 
ed as though someone were going to 
kill him, and it took several fel- 
lows' assistance before I could at- 
tend 
him. 
I afterwards 
learned 
through an interpreter that he had 
been told by his superior officers 
that the French killed all Germans, 
wounded or not, and he beliewed I 
was going to kill him. 
It's a dirty 
shame, not to say a crime, for we 
take care of all 
wounded, French 
and Carman alike.

On November 21 he writes:

had the time of my life today wrAchi- 
Ing an M. D. working with a fellow's 
liver, trying to find* the cause of the

there was a rib lesion as large as 
a house). He never found it and got 
out of the affair by prescribing an 
opium pill and a few dabs of tinc- 
ture of iodine. You would be amazed 
at the amount of pills consumed per 
day by our brave little soldiers. Of 
course, they are like the M. D.'s; 
they don't know any better and it 
wouldn't be wise to enlighten them 
at this time. But watch me if I ever 
get out of this alive and put In two 
more years of osteopathy.

Under the date of March 3, a long 
letter was received in which he let 
loose all the feeling that had been 
accumulating for six weeks or more. 


"Not bçing at liberty," he writes, 
"to tell you of the things that hap- 
pened during January 25-26, I am 
inclosing a clipping from the news- 
papers which I ^ave received from 
New York and which give a splendid 
idea of what went on. All the va- 
cancies of my regiment were filled 
up witbin three days and the regi- 
Ihent hss been in the trenches al- 
most ever since. Trench life is not 
an ideal way of living, I can assure 
you, and I want to my that I am as 
'lame' as any 'lame duck' you ever 
saw. 
I received a letter from my 
brother 
in Austria, the second la ' 
seven months. He was not permit- 
ted to write, neither was he allowed . 
to receive any of my letters, except 
the part otone in which it was told 
that all were well. He speaks well

I have received my credits 
which were sent me and have had 
them translated and turned over to 
tbe Major. I have not received my

as

and shouldn't be a bit surprised if I 
did not, for my antimedical views 
so openly expressed went straight 
home with some of the M. D.'s. But 
I am not worrying about any stripe 
that I might have got ^n my sleeve, 
or would have received had I kept 
my mouth shut.

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WHY IS A GOOD CIGAR? 


A cigar should have four cardinal virtues. The first and most impor- 
. tant is a good burn—that is, the burn must be even, the cigar must hold its 
fire, the ash should be coherent and not flaky, and there must be no char- 
ring in advance of the burn. 


The second point relates to the flavor. This is important to the smok- 
. er—^the cigar must tickle his palate. 
The third essential point has to do 
with the aroma, which is the pleasure-giving quality of the smoke, not only 
to the smoker but to the bystander. 
Even though a cigar 
has a ricli, 
smooth, mellow flavor, it should be classed as a poor one if it gives off a bou- 
auet which is offensive to all within range of its fumes. 


Finally, a cigar should have a good appearance. Really, it is surpris- 
ing how important this is. No matter how fine the burn, or how pleasing 
the flavor or aroma, a cigar must look the part in order to be good.

Mr. Kraybill necessarily does a 
great 
deal 
of smoking, 
not from 
cihoice—for the taste of some of the

times necessary for him to smoke 
as many as 60 cigars a day, smoking 
Bfx inch oC each.

On one table in the laboratory 
stands an automatic smoker. 
This 
is used in testing the burning qual- 
ities of cigars. These do not have to 
be smoked by the same individual* 
and Mr. Kraybill. glad of the relief, 
assigns the work to a mechanism 
which he has helped to devise. 


In his experiments, which Involve 
not only the treatment of tobacco in 
the field but its handling in the pro- 
cesses of curing and sweating, he 
has soaked stogies of the very poor- 
est quality with 
various solutions 
and greatly increased their fire-hold- 
ing capacity. 
"Ropes" which were 
only able to hold their fire for less 
than a minute have been treated so 
as to rémain alight inoffensively for 
over five minutes without deteriorat- 
ing their flavor. 


Raleigh introduced tobacco to civili- 
zation. But for a long time attempts 
at improving cigar quality were hit- 
and-miss, rule-of-thumb affairs. The 
first of any scientific value was made 
by a German, Johann Nessler, who 
-discovered 
that potash, which in 
one 
form or another is the most 
common base of commercial fertiliz- 
ers, favored the burning quality of 
any material in which it was pres- 
ent, while chlorides, oY muriates, as 
they are ordinarily called (table salt 
is the muriate of sodium) retarded 
the burning'qualities whenever they 
were present in excess.

which are the moat beneficial to to- 
bacco when applied as a fertilizer, 
we mean that they are the most ben- 
eficial of the salts yet investigated. 
There are any number of other salts 
whose effects have not yet been de-

The view in Mr. Kraybill's labora- 
tory is an interesting one. On one 
large table stand thirty or . forty 
verted jars, beneath which, carefully 
protected from dust and stray air 
currents, there lie fragments of to- 
bacco leaves which have been soak- 
ed in the solutions of various salta 
These 
leaves have been prepared 
for the strip test - After they have 
been dried one end>will be thmst 
into the flame ol a fish-tail flame, 
and the time during which the leaf 
remains allglit will be measured In.

Under a table in a comer therfc is 
a great bundle of "hands" of tobac- 
co leaves, just as they came from the 
sweating-room. 
Each 
"hand" or 
bundle of leaves comes from a cer-

treatment, 
and 
each one has a family tree as accu- 
rate as that of a titled nobleman. 
These leaves will 
be rolled into 
cigars, each of which must be soak- 
ed and scored according to the four 
"cardinal virtues." 


ATOIDS 
THE HABIT. 


"Get the smoking habit?" says Mr. 
Kraybill. "Not much I won't 
The 
easiest way to disgust people with a 
habit is to force them to continue 
its practice. When I get through a 
day at the laboratory I feel 
as 
though I never want to look at an- 
other cigar as long as I live." 


In judging the flavor of a cigar it 
is necessary that the taste of the 
person judging be kept 
at a point 
where it can make fine discriminar 
tlons. 
This It hard when a large 
number ot cigars Is being tested, be- 
cause the taste becomes cloyed and 
blunted rapidly. To remedy thia the 
best thing, according to Mr. Kmjv 
bill, is to eat a few bites of fresh ap- 
ple.

Birds That Are 
Your Friends 


The bluebird, one of the most fa- 
miliar and welcome of our feathered 
visitors, is a common Inhabitant of 
all the 
states 
east of the Rocky 
mountains from the Gulf of Mexico 
to southern Canada. In the Missis- 
sippi valley it winters as far north 
as southern Illinois, and in the East 
as far as Pennsylvania. It la one of 
the earliest northern migrants, and 
evenrwhere is hailed as a harbinger 
of spring. Very domestic in habits, 
it frequents orchards and gardens, 
and builds its nests in cavities of 
trees, crannies in farm buildings or 
boxes provided for its use. 


The bluebird has not been ae> 
cused, as far as known, of stealing 
fmit or of preying upon crops. An 
examination of 855 stomachs showed 
that 6S per cent of the food consists 
of insects and their allies, while the 
other 32 per cent Is made up of va- 
rious vegetable substances, found 
mostly In stomachs taken in winter. 
Beetles constitute 21 per cent of the 
whole food, grasshoppers 22. cater^ 
pillars 10 and various other inseots 
9, while a number of spiders and 
myrlapods, about 6 per cent, com- 
prise the remainder of the animal 
diet 
All 
these are more or less 
harmful, except a few 
predacious 
beetles, which amount to 9 per cent 
In view of the large consumption of 
grasshoppers and caterpillars we 
may at least condone this offense, if 
such it may be called. The destruc- 
tion of grasshoppers is very notice- 
able in August and September, when 
these insects make up about 53 per 
cent of the diet 


It is evident that in the seleotloa 
of its food the bluebird is governed . 
more by abundance than by choloa. 
Predacious 
beetles 
are 
eaten In 
spring, as they are among the first 
insects to appear; but in early sum- 
mer caterpillars form an important 
part if the diet, and these are later 
replaced by grasshoppers. 
Beetle* 
are eaten at all times, except when 
grasshoppers are more easily ob- 
tained. 


So far as its vegetable food is con- 
cerned the bluebird is positively 
harmless. The only trace of any 
useful product in the stomachs con- 
sisted of a few 
blackberry 
seed«, 
and even these probably beloiiged to 
wild rather than cultivated vart^ 
eties. The bluebird depends but. lit- 
tle on the farm or garden to s u p i ^ 
its needs.

MILK. 


There are times Avhen families 
are 
obliged to use milk obtained from un- 


knoAvn sources—and this is doubly dan- 
gerous in hot Aveather. 


^Vhen this is the case, pasteurization 
will greatly remove the danger of con- 
tracting disease from tainted milk. 


The following directions explain hoAV 
milk can be pasteurized a t home: 


Plug bottles nearly full of milk with 
absorbent or other cotton. 
Place them 
in an upright position in a vessel which 
has a false bottom and which contains 
enough Avaier to rise abdve the milk in 
tlif bottles. 


Heat the vessel until the water is 
IS.! degrees Fahrenheit or to the boil- 
ing point if special precautions are re- 
quired, but do not let it boil more than 
a moment. 


Remove from the fire and keep tight- 
ly covered for half an hour. 
At 
the 
end of that time take the bottles from 
the vessel and cool as quickly as pos 
sible, either by cold water or ice. Keep 
in a cool place. 


:Milk prepared in this Avay will tisual- 
ly keep about twenty-four hours and is 
best used Avithin that time. 


A covered tin pail may be used as 
the vessel and an inverted pie pan with 
perforated bottom may be used as the 
false bottom.

THE "LAW OF ANTICIPATION." 


Everyone knows that heredity plays 
an important part in a high percentage 
of cases of insanity. Recently the cele- 
brated Dr. Mott has completed a series 
of investigations Avhich seem to demon- 
strate that if the inherited tendency to 
mental unsoundness does not develop 
before twenty-five years of age, it is 
not likely to do so at all. 
>Jn a series of several huMred cases 
where parent and offspring Avere aff- 
licted, the average age of onset of the 
diseasiTAvas fifty for parents and tAven 
ty-six years in the offspring. This so 
called "law of anticipation" 
suggests 
that if the children are to develop men- 
tal defects at all, they will do so at an 
early period of life. 
Apjiarently this 
is nature's way of eliminating a defec- 
tive stock, or mending its defect. 
This 
is suggested, also, by the fact that the 
disease is likely to be much more se- 
vere and incurable in the o^s^ring of 
mentally unsoiind parents. 


The dimihiihing tendency to mental 
aberations afterC^ twenty-flve has 
led 
many students of eugenics to believe 
that after this period o? life a hereditary 
tendency to mental unidundnes« should 
not be a bar to marriage.' Indeed, Alott

"When working for others, sinlr your- 
self out of sight. Seek their interest. 
Make yourself necessary to those who 
employ you, by industry, fidelity, and 
scrupulous integrity. 
Selfishness is fa- 
tal.

Hold yourself responsible for a higher 
standard than anybody expects of you. 
Keep your 
personal 
standard 
high. 
Never pity yourself. Be a hard master 
to yourself, but lenient to everybody 
else.

Concentrate your force on your

proper business; do not turn off. 
Be 


consUnt, steadfast and persevering. 


Do not speculate or gamble. You go 
to a lane where everybody is excited and 
strives to make money suddenly, large« 
ly, and without- working for it. They 
blow amp bubbles. Steady, patient in- 
dustry IS both the surrat and the safest 
way. Greediness and haste are the two 
devils that destroy thousands 
every 
year. 


There are only two things I would 
add to this remarkable letter. 
One is, 
be polite and tactful. The other is, b« 
sure that you are really interested ill 
the work you imdertake to do. . 


Politeness - and tact are perhaps not 
absolutely indispensable to success. Bui\ 
they certainly coimt for much, in help- 
ing to win success, and they count for 
much in making life more co^ortable 
both for you and for all with Afhom yoo 
have dealings. 


-As to being Interested, that emphati- 
cally is indispensable. 


No man can be truly efficient, or can 
attain his highest possibilities, unless 
he is intensely, absorbingly interested in 
his work. 


A half-hearted interest means medi- 
ocre results, when it does not mean out« 
right failure. 


This is the verdict of all the ages. 
Every man who has achieved much has 
had a true passion for the tasks he set 
himself to complete. 


Also, my young friend, I would ask 
you to note especially Mr. 
Beecher*« 
three-word statement, selfishness is fa- 
tal. 


The man who Avorks only for himself 
may perhaps amass money, but he will 
not Avin real success, ^foney is, after 
all, the least item in a really successful 
life. The most important is the con- 
sciousness that your life has been so 
spent that it has meant much for the' 
good of others.

ANEW 
GRAPE SYRUP 


HE fruit Juice apeciallBtB of 
the United States Department 
of Agriculture bave developed 
a metliod by wliich the Juice 
pressed from Concord and Ives grapes 
can 
be 
concentrated 
into a grape 
syrup suitable ^or use in soft drinks 
and as an. adjunct in cookery. 


The method consists in freezing 
juice pressed from grapes into a aolid 
mass, cracking this into pieces, the 
size of a walnut and whirling it in the 
centrifuge machine such as is used 
In separating molasses from the sugar 
in sugar making. 


The rapid whirling in the centrifu- 
gal machine 
causes 
the 
sugar or 
syrup portion of the 
grape juice to 
separate from the crystallized v^ater 
and to fly out into the receiving cham- 
ber of the centrifugal. 


By this method the grape Juice is 
quickly reduced by the elimination of 
water to one-fourth its volume, so 
that the syrupy content of a gallon of 
grape juice will make a quart of con- 
centrated syrup. 


Experiments in making the product 
showed also that in the freezing and 
centrifugalizing a large 
part of the 
acid of the grape juice, which is in the 
form of cream of tartar, is left be- 
hind in crystals in the centrifugal bas- 
ket 
After the syrup has been con- 
centrated it is highly heated and can 
then be kept indefinitely. 


HE hand bag or satchel of un- 
dressed kid, when 
soiled by 
usage, need not be turned over 
to the professional cleaner. 
The secret of restoration is a piece 
of sand paper rubbed over the sur- 
face. A very fine grade of sand paper 
Is required. When this is used with 
care the effect is magical and no in- 
''jury to the material accrues. 
Many 
kinds of leathers without polished sur- 
faces—for example, suede, undressed 
ind ooze calfskin—can be cleaned 
:hus. 


FTEN the binding of one's dress 
will leave a dirty black mark 
across the instep of dainty tan 
boots and this simply refuses 
vo be cleaned with the ordinary tan 
polislies. 
The shoes can be washed, 
but the rag must be merely dampened 
and rubbed on naphtha soap or any 
yellow soap, and all of the leather 
must be washed off. Rinse the cloth 
and wipe the shoes and rub dry with 
an old towel. They will be clean and 
lusterless. 
Apply a good tan polish 
&nd rub vigorously with a piece o^ 
old cotton stocking top. 
If care is 
taken not to dampen the shoes too 
much they can be cleaned and made 
to look like new, but all parts should 
be washed or stains will show. 


F for any reason you desire to 
color the 'electric light plobe 
to give a soft light in the hall 
or bedroom, take a little white 
shellac, thin with alcohol and dip the 
globe Into it and hang to dry. It is a 
good imitation of frosted glass. If a 
color is desired get egg dyes and dis- 
solve the 
mixture in wood alcohol 
and i^ix into it a little shellac. 
Dip 
the globes into the mixture and you 
get a pretty shade. If at any time you 
wish to have the clear globe again the 
color can be removed by soaking the 
globe in wood alcohol. This is a clever 
idea for coloring globes when a color 
scheme is desired during a party or

Of course, in this city are manr mH- 
lionaires who are flat dwellers, and 
this raises the average. We have atoo 
among us many thousandaires and 
hundredaires. 
Nobody ever speaks 
about the hundredaires, thouj^ to the 
really poor they are quite as magnifl- ' 
cent as the millionaires 
are to the 
thousandaires, and much more possi- 
ble of comprehension. 


However, to resume with the flat 
Suppose we establish the price at 
$500, and let us see what can be done 
for these distinct types of women with 
that amount, granting that each to to 
limit herself to five rooms. 


My advice, first of all, is that before 
beginning to buy furniture the flat 
should be decided upon, and the* point 
settled^ with the landlord as to Just 
how rùuch redecorating is to be done.

supplied, etc. Look 
at the 
laundry. 
Don't 
take anything 
for 
granted. 


It is nice to have the 
woodwork 
painted alike throughout Some land- 
lords are willing for you to do this 
and some are not Plain, honest paint 
is better than poorly grained wood- 
work. Ask to have the grilwork and 
all such gingerbread effects taken out; 
•you will be much happier among un- 
tortured lines. 


Neutral 
tones in 
paper are best 
This makes a good beginning, uniform 
woodwork, and neutral walls. When 
I say neutral I mean subdued. Not 
necessarily gray, but soft, not-pro- 
nounced. Brillant colors may be ob- 
tained through the use of draperies, 
upholstery 
fabrics, and the wooden 
frames of furniture.

MUCH GOOD HAY LOST IN THE WAKING OF THE CROP 


The Value of the Hay Crop Depends Largely Upon the Man Who Makes It—He Must Have Exact Knowledge of the Time 


to Cut it. Just How It Must Be Cured in All Kinds of Weather, and How to Store It. 


BEES VAIiTJABLE. 


A colony of 40,000 bees will require 
three weeks to produce fifty or more 
poi^nds of surplus honej'. 
In 
some 
sections 
of 
perpetual 
bloom 
hives 
have been known to give as m u c h as 
500 pounds of honey. 
We have heard 
of one bee owner on the Pacific coast 
who had 6,000 hives, which produced 
200,000 pounds of honey yearly, worth 
$40,000. 


H a y m a k i n g is an art which a great 
m a n y f a r m e r s have not yet learned. 
The modern method of making 
hay 
is f a r different f r o m t h a t of the old 
days when, grass was cut with scythes, 
turned with pitchforks, if time 
per- 
mitted, 
and 
stowed 
away 
in 
dark, 
musty barns, or stacked in the open 
field to keep or spoil as might be. 


In modern haymaking, time Is es- 
sential. 
If the crop should be cut a 
day too soon it will easily spoil. 
If 
a day too late its quality m a y be im- 
paired by its dry, woody growth. 
If 
it Is allowed 
to lie on the 
ground 
twenty-four 
hours 
too 
long 
before 
being tossed and cured, its quality m a y 
be reduced one-half. 


Modern 
haying-machinery 
makes 
haymakiiig easier, but even with all 
the appliances t h a t Ingenious 
m a n u - 
facturers have given us. the 
propor- 
tion of f a r m e r s who m a k e a 
"sure 
thing" of their hay-crop every year 
is all too small. 


There has always been a great deal 
of trouble in curing the 
clover-hay 
crop. 
Much of its value is lost be- 
cause of the lack of help necessary to 
properly cure it and take care of it 
after it has been cured. 
The 
hay- 
tedder has helped 
greatly, and 
this 
kicklng-machine is now seen on every 
good 
f a r m 
where 
the 
best 
modern 
methods are employed. 


The side-rake is another 
fine 
m a - 
chine which helps us in saving 
the 
crop, and if clover is cut in exactly 
the right time the use of these 
two 
machines will enable any f a r m e r 
to 
save all there is of his crop, with at 
least 99 per cent of its feeding-value. 


Heretofore, 
much 
of 
the 
hay 
of 
this country was lost through allow- 
ing it to stand in stacks in the 
field. 
The hay-barn is now a necessity on 
every good f a r m where the most 
is 
m a d e of everything. 
Where 
hay 
is 
still stacked, 
canvas 
covers 
help 
a 


great deal, but the only way to prop- 
erly care for clover-hay Is to put It 
into a well ventilated, clean bam.' 


T h e value of the hay-crop depends 
largely upon the m a n who m a k e s It. 
He 
must 
have. exact 
knowledge 
of 
the time to cut It, Just how if must 
be cured In all klnda of weather, and 
how to store it. 
Ho mu«t thoroughly 
understand 
the 
use 
of 
all 
haying 
machinery, and k n o w .^how to 
m a k e 
the most of every h o u r of the haying 
season, with his h u m a n help as well. 


The proper use of machinery Is the 
most 
Important 
thing. 
Too 
m a n y 
f a r m e r s In their haste to get the crop 
off the ground, crowd their 
mowing 
machines 
beyond 
their 
capacity, 
which always results in considerable 
loss. 
Nothing is more indicative of a 
poor f a r m e r t h a n the sight of a hay 
field 
in which little rows of 
grass, 
varying f r o m two to. six Inches, 
are 
left standing, the result of trying to 
m a k e 
a 
seven-foot 
cycle-bar 
cut 
a 
seven foot six Inch swath. 


The machine should be set and so 
driven as to cut every spear of grass 
slick and clean, and lay it down evenly. 
Then, 
when 
the 
raking 
comes 
on, 
there is a n o t h e r source of loss in the 
careless way in which the ground is 
covered, or r a t h e r not covered. 
Little 
bunches of hay left here and 
there 
count largely in the aggregate, 
and 
mean large money loss. 


We know 
of 
m a n y 
good 
f a r m e r s 
who are particular about the way in 
which they handle every crop on the 
f a r m 
except 
the 
hay 
crop. 
They 
m a k e out of this a sort of side issue. 
They fail to m a k e the proper prepa- 
rations, and when the season 
comes 
upon t h e m they dash hurriedly 
Into 
the work, rush it from start to 
finish, 
take small note of weather conditions, 
and thereby lose from 10 to 25 per 
cent of its value.

Is to be taken up, and this is work 
which requires great care If the crop 
is to be saved In the best condition. 


If the hay crop is large a 
loader 
is 
almost 
indispensable, 
because 
It 
will do the work much faster 
than 
any two men. and do It better. 
As it 
is always difficult to get help in hay- 
ing time, it is a good plan for several 
f a r m e r s to buy and operate a loader 
and other haying machinery on 
the 


co-operative plan. 
By a little careful 
figuring and good Judgment a group 
of farmers can. In this way, help one 
another to save their crops, with less 
la6or and 
less expense, 
and 
with 
more certainty of success than could 
be attained In any other way. 


If you have a hay loader, count 
yourself lucky; bu^ If not, hitch two 
horses' to the end of a pole about 
eight feet long, straddle one or two 
cocks and drag them to the stack, if 
the hay Is to be left standing in 
the field. 


A home-made loader can be easily 
rigged up. 
An Illinois farmer has 
made one (Illustrated in this article) 
which he thinks a great help. 
He 
says this stacker when equipped with 
a 
fork and 
an active 
horse, 
will 
handle all the hay six wagons can 
bring in. 
The rope Is fastened at the 
top and bottom of a strong, slanted 
pole, and the fork hangs over the 
center o^ the stack. 
The wagon is 
placed alongside the board sideways 
and the fork used the same as in the 
barn. 


If the hay is to be stored in the 
bam, you will need a steady team on 
the wagon. 
The hayrack ought to be 
about 16 feet Icjng and 10 feet wide. 
If you are a good loader, boards at 
the ends and sides will not be nec- 
essary. 


When you arrive at the barn with 
a load, hitch a steady horse on the 
end of the rope attached to the hay 
fork, set the harpoon as deeply as 
possible, and the horse will draw up 
300 pounds In a twinkling. 


When the hay has run along the 
carrier to the point where It is to be 
dropped, 
pull 
the 
whip-cord, 
and 
there you are. 


With a bright boy to handle the 
horse on the rope and an experienced 
man on the load, it can be put into 
the barn in ten minutes or less. 


the mow, or the end farthest from 
the chute to the bam floor; because 
when hay Is pat In, In that way. It 
will come out easier when being fed. 


It Is a good plan to place the hay 
level In the mow when It Is being 
unloaded. 
If you can get an extra 
man to help, so much the better; If 
not, do the best you can between 
bites with the fork, and keep the mow 
as level as possible. 


Keep the mow ventilated as long 
as possible, always being careful to 
close the doors and windows to keep 
out rainstorms. 


Although haying Is probably the 
hardest work done on the farm, there 
Is a satisfaction and Joy In seeing the 
grass 
fall 
In symmetrical 
swathes 
over the sickle bar and In reveling In 
its fragrance, while the hay Is being 
wrestled from the field to the barn 
and Into the cool, dark comers of the 
mow, that comes with no Qther labor. 


When beginning the hay making 
do not start the mower until the dew 
Is oit the grass. 
If cut while wet the 
grass will require longer for the sun 
to dry it than when standing. 


Cut 
Just 
what 
you 
can 
easily 
handle In one-half day. 
The next 
after noon rake the hay Into win- 
drows, and If not thoroughly 
dry, 
better leave It overnight. 


In order to be perfectly sure that 
hay Is well cured on our father's 
farm, we always put it up Into good- 
sized cocks &nd allowed It to remain 
about two days. 
This second hand- 
ling exposes all the damp hay to the 
air and is swift in Its curing. 


Timothy hay may be baled directly 
from the swath without much danger 
of heating, although it Is safer to have 
the hay thoroughly cured before being 
baled. 
If hay Is baled directly from 
the swath It must be entirely free 
from rain or dew, and this process 
can be employed only under the best

In «n 
egg we would get nearly €9 per cent 
of water, a little more than 11 per 
cent of protein, about 9 per cent of 
fat. and 12 per cent ash. If a chloken 
is deprived of any of these Ingredients 
In its food, it cannot develop in nice 
proportions. 
If it is compelled 
to 
consume a surplus of one in order to 
get a sufflclency of anotlier. it will 
not remain In good condition. 


To get eggs we must flrst supply m 
sufiilclent quantity of nutrition to sue- 
tain life, repair waste, and give a 
surplus to make the egg. 
If a hen la 
an egg machine she must be built to 
make a good layer. 
If the egg Is th« 
finished product of the raw material 
we give the hen. It must be auoh that 
she can make eggs from it. No doubt 
she will do her best to be reproductive, 
but she must live while 
producing 
egga. 
Then the foofl must b« flUlnC 
to satisfy the appetite, and not ao 
concentrated as to injure the dlgea- 
tlon. 
A properly balanced ration la 
one that Is healthful and nutrltioua.—•

It is a poor Individual that will not 
grow wool enough to pay for Its keep- 
ing, leaving the mutton as profit and 
with a good, big, heavy-shearing sheep 
it is possible to realize a profit on 
the wool, making It In this way the 
two sources of profit. 
. While the expense of maintaining 
a flock of sheeo Is hardly noticeable 
the addition to the Income from a few 
lambs and the animal fleeces «re very 
welcome. 


The sheep raiser who puts his de- 
pendence in the best breeds and goes 
ahead to produce as valuable mutton 
carcass and aa good a fleece of wool 
as is possible la pretty sure to come 
out all right.—W. K.

Eastland Tragedy Was Sired by Greed and 


Fostered in CorruptioiyDeclares Furuseth 


In the intimation of fin:m.-i.-rs whose ju.lguu-ut is worth awpt-: 


'ing the federal bank systi-ni l.i.s in the nine short months in which 
it lias been ill operation, hilly !>n>v.-il its worth, though it is not yet 
a monev-raaker. It is announced from Washington that the lederal 
reserve" board'will shortly issue, a statement shoving just what tin- 
profits and losses of eaeh of the twelve hanks were up to the first ol 
the present month. The statement will, so it is said, probably be 
disappointing to those politii-ul Jiniui<:i.-rs who thought t-ach of the 
banks .should earn larp- profits from the start, but it will not sur- 
prise or discourage the real friends of the system. 


Ten of the twelve banks arc paying expenses. 
Two during the 


month of June earned G per eeiit. over and above all expeeuses. Two 
are not yet making expenses, though each of these is making steady 
progress" toward that end. 
St. Louis and Jlinneapolis are the two 


that have found it most difficult to earn expenses. An interest.!.*; 
fact is that the southern reserve banks paid expenses earlier than 
any of the banks in th,. north. 
When the system was estabhshe,, 


jnagmpredietions were nmde that the southern reserve banks c«nh. 
not succeed.

The question as to whether the number of reserve banks shall 


eventually be reduced from twelve to eitlht or nine is still debated 
by some of the men who had most to do with the framing of the sys- 
tem 
It may eome up in the Congress :.;, the approaelmijr session. 


It is understood that the members of the federal reserve board have 
jnnde up their minds that no reduction should !>,- made. Six months 
ago some of them were in doubt :,s to whether twelve W!,s loo many 
banks. Having observed the system in aelu.l ,,|,,-n,tioi, lor almost 
nine months they are now pretty well eouvinee.l thai .t would be a 
mistake to attempt, to renr^mi/e th,- system by eiittmi; down the 
number of banks. 
]t is pointed out that in-.eoi;sidering the fart that the banks, 


taking the system as a whole, have been pushed to meet expenses it 
should be borne in mind t h a t ' ( h e expenses of the first nine mouths 


-- included the outlays for oriianixntion, which were heavy. 
The ex- 


penses of the federal reserve boa.nl. which are borne by the twelve 
hanks were also unusually heavy durmir the organi/ation period. 
Under the circmnstam-s . the 
feeliuK 
in well informed quarters 


is that the system, as a whole, has more t h a n met, the expectations ol 
the men who devised it. That it has c.mie to stay no well informed 
person any Ioniser doubts. 


Secretary RedfieUl tom-hily resents the broad hints thrown out 


at. Chicago that trovernment inspectors may be "whitewashed" in 
the investigation of the East land steamer disaster. 
Some pretty 


well-defined dissatisfaction has already been expressed at the course 
thus far pursued iu the secretary's inquiry, and the general public 
is in no temper to see the affair glossed over in order to shield any- 
body.

typhoid has been successfully tried out 
in the British, Japanese and American 
armies. 
It has been so successful in 


preventing typhoRl fever, that loday in 
the United States army and navy near- 
ly every officer nnd enlisted man down 
f i om the secretaries ot" the department 
hnve been inoculaled. 


The vaccination requires three treat- 


ments, extending over n period of twen- 
ty days. 


In spite of this, however, a great. 


ninny of the leading physicians of th» 
country do not advocate or consider 
compulsory typhoid vaccination neces- 
sary for everybody. Bui they do ad- 
vocate, if a person is going to be d»»* 


exposed to infection.

This is the time of year to serve vege- 


tables in any and all ways. They are 
coming into 'the market from the. south 
ind are getting cheaper.

Beans should be cooked 
na 


soon as possible after being gathered, 
for if they are not fresh they will re- 
quire long cooking and the flavor is 
lost.

llo not allow string beans that have 


become wilted to stand in water. Wash 
them and put them in a damn cloth 
and set in coo] place for two hours. 
Creak the string 
from each end ami 


cut in inch pieces. 
Cook 
in 
boiling 


water until tender and add salt when 
nearly done. 
The cooks of the south 


boil beans much longer than we do in 
the north. 
The term "cooking tender" 


must mean as each housekeeper likes 
them cooked. Many of the recipes give 
forty minutes to three hours. 


String Beans With Butter Sauce. 
Wash, string and cut two quarts of 


beans in inch lengths and cook in boil- 
ing water till fender. 
When 
nearly 


tender add two even tcn?;.->onfuls of 
salt and cook at. least fif'.eeii minutes 
after salt is added. 
Melt two table- 


spoonfuls of butter, being very careful 
nol to brown and add to butter one 
tablcsrjoonful o£ flour and stir 
until 


smooth. 
Add one teaspoonful of sugar 


to one cup of top milk and turn into 
Jio butler and Hour mixture. Slir con- 
stantly until thoroughly blended 
and 


then set over slow tiro or in double boil- 
er for twenty minutes. 
Turn over hot 


beans and servo. 


French Beans. 


Wash, string and cut two quarts of 


beans in pieces: boil until t cinder, drain 
and put back in sauce pan. Shako over 
fire to dry. stir throe tablespoonfuls of 
butter into beans, add two tablespoon- 
fids of minced parsley and the juice 
of two lemons. 
Stir thoroughly 
and 


serve. 


Beans Brittany Style. 


Wash, string and cut in inch pieces 


two quarts of stri.ng beans. 
Cook un- 


til tender and if beans are young and 
very fresh forty minutes should be long 
enough. 


Pool and out in small dice one medi- 


um si/ed onion, put in sauce pall with 
two tablespoon!'ids of butter and saute 
till golden brown. Add one tablospoo-n- 
ful of flour, blend until perfectly smooth, 
add one pint, of beef or chicken stock 
and salt and popper to tasle. Let the 
mixture come to boil—skim, then add 
the beans that, have been drained, and 
simmer ton minutes. 
A clove of garlic 


minced fine may be added when rearry 
to serve.

FORT WAYNE BOYS BUILD KITES, BOATS 


AND AEROPLANES IN THEIR OWN SHOP 


In the west end there live four toys] 


rcho never trouble their parents with 
"nsggin* for toys." 
They never gaze 


longingly into the store windows aad 
•wish for the playthings displayed in- 
side. 
They nerer express mild though 


pointed desires for toy boats or aero- 
planes or kite*. 


They make their own. These boys, 


whom it is very safe to call remark- 
able without mining their sente of mod- 
esty, are Paul and Edward 
Hobrock 


and William and Carl Schafer. 
They 


are little fellows, all of them, and they 
vsrry the Sentinel, by the way, but 
they are turning out work that would 
do credit to heads older by far than 
theirs. 
Started on Kites. 


It was several years ago that these 


boys first showed symptoms of the kite 
habit. They got a lot of strips and be- 
gan the construction of several pieces 
of aerial apparatus, and before very 
long had become pretty efficient kite 
builders. 


Thev made a number last summer and 


i-tperts commented upon the care and 
excellent workmanship 
displayed 
in 


them. 
Their kite operations 
became 


more extensive as time 
passed, and 


early last spring the boys of the neigh- 
borhood began to admire their handi- 
work to the point of offering to ac- 
quire them by purchase. So early sum- 
mer found the Hobrock-Schafer combi- 


nation a business of no mean impor- 
tance among the kidlets of the 
west 


end. 


Open a Workshop. 


So it happens that a workshop has 


been established in a barn on the al- 
ley between their respective parentia.1 
domiciles, and it is a busy place every 
day. Benches for work and metal work 
and everything that the boy carpenter 
can desire are to be had in the shop, 
and the type of work that is turned; 
out speaks well for 
the 
mechanical 


genius of the boys employed thereto. 


When the children's department of the 


Fort Wayne public library advertised 
in the newspapers several months ago 
that a kite exhibition was to be staged 
in the room, early morning found the 
members of the kite-craft loaded with 
examples of their workmanship, await- 
ing the opening of the department. 


So kites to the number of a dozen or 


more from the Hobroek-Schafer 
shop 


were among the first to be placed on 
display. Of course the publicity thus 
afforded the boys went 
a long way 


toward helping them dispose of their 
wares, and their more thick-flngercd 
and less skilled fellows of the 
west 


end began to turn in orders to them. 
So it happened that four Fort Wayne 
boys embarked early on a career that 
combines mechanical 
knowledge 
and 


business judgment in ft very unusual, 
not to say original, manner, and in 
which they are making good. 


The Aeroplane. 


Hut kites did not content the IIo- 


brouk-Schafer combine, for the 
boys 


soon began the construction of 
aero- 


planes. They got books from the pub- 
lic library children's department—"tell 
how" books, and they studied 
aerial 


navigation no less thoroughly than did 
one Zeppelin fellow (see war or any 
German citizen), and very soon they 
liad not only an aeroplane, but a real, 
for-sure fleet of the flyers. 


Of course kites by this time paled 


into an insignificance that was 
near 


unto oblivion, and were it not for the 
financial benefits 
derived 
from 
the 


stringed critters at fifteen cents and 
up, kites would already be a thing of 
the past with them. 


But the boys have built aeroplanes so 


fast and so well that they now have 
them as large as four feet long and are 
able to fly some of them fifty to a hun- 
dred feet. 
Rubber bands are employed 


for motive power, and the wings are 
made of thin paper carefully pasted on 
frail wooden frames. Monoplanes have 
been the only attempts of the juniors 
Art SmithV, but they have builded them 
to perfection, and it is impossible to 
find in any toyshop in the land minia- 
ture flyers that will break less easily, 
fly further and look better when they 
are flying than the Hobrock-Schafer 
planes. 


And Sailboats, Too. 


About the only thing that moves the 


boys have not designed and built is 
submarines. Their toy boats display a 
workmanship and idea of marble archi- 
tecture that none but a true sailor can 
fully appreciate. They have built boats 
of every type from the pointed shingle 
up. but their real success has been in 
canvas-covered 
sailing 
craft. 
These 


boats are from one to three 
feet in 


length, and carry flail and tack about 
in the gales that come over Swinney 
park in a perfectly respectable fashion. 


These little boats arc the kind that 


do the heart of the waterman 
good; 


they are well proportioned 
and 
well 


built, but more than that, they have 
the sailing idea. Kite sticks are used 
for ribs, and the keel is laid like the 
keel of an ocean liner. The bow and 
stern arc cut from solid wood, and the 
keel is sunk deep in these, and 
the 


ribs then are fastened over the outside 
to give the shape of the hull. Light 
canvas or duck then is stretched tight 
and tacked into position, and the deck- 
ing is laid as if it were to hold a cargo 
of cedar shingles. 
Then the 
tedious 


and clothes mining painting process is 
begun. White load and pure 
oil are 


mixed and a priming coat is given the 
hull. Then another coat is put on on 
top as soon as the first one is dry, ant 
another and then another are added 
None of the boats get less than ten 


coats of paint, one of them has twenty. | 
And the paint is put on right, too, in i 
thin and even coats that will not soak ! 
up and blister in the water, yet which 
makes the inside of the little craft as 
dry as the proverbial chip. 


The decking is given its 
share of 


pnint, and girl decorations and name- 
plates finish the job. Then (he masts 
and spars, the booms and gafts are cut 
from the right timber and are squared 
and rounded into perfect shape. And 
the sails are cut right- too, are cut 
with an eye to service as well as beau- 
ty, and they pick up the 
breeze and 


pull the little craft, along. 


Keels on wire 
frames 
with 
lead 


weights arc added, the bottom half be- 
ing allowed to 
swing. 
Although the 


swinging keel is not countenanced any 
longer on a large boat the boys have j 
perfectly good reasons for using them. 
The lakes and rivers here, where they 
sail their boats arc not good channels, 
even for toys, and the swinging keel 
often will slip over a rock or stump 
or patch of weeds that would capsize a 
boat were the keel of the "still" bottom" 
variety. 


It's the Care. 


Now here, is the point. These boys, 


of course, are gifted in the making of 
kites and boats and 
aeroplanes, but 


they probably are no more, gifted than 
a score or even a hundred other boys 
and girls who couldn't do what they 
have done. But these boys have an- 


other trait—that of thoroughness. Xotli-l 
ing hnlf-l'uiishcd. untiling' "almost us i 
good," nothing slipshod is allowed to 
pass out of their 
little 
shop. 
The 


casii-r way is nut considered as long as 
tin- right way is to be had. 


If a job looks as well as a good job, 


hut is not as well ilonc as a good one 
would \tf, it is a failure, and the buys 
turn out nothing but the best 
they 


know how. Tin- twenty coats of paint 
on one of their boats is an example of 
tnis. 


The painting ami drying twenty times

around a shop drying Itself with a hike 
and a breeze hanging around waiting

lime in their shop and they work hard 
there, hut their very best little occu- 
pation is not selling, but playing with 
tlie toys they make.

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FORT WAYNE BOYS BUILD KITES, BOATS 


AND AEROPLANES IN THEIR OWN SHOP 


In the west end there live four toys] 


who novor trouble their parents with 
"naggin' for toys." 
They never gaze 


longingly into the store windows and 
wish for the playthings displayed in- 
side. They never express mild though 
pointed desires for toy boats or aero- 
planes or kites. 


They mako their own. These boys, 


whom it is very safe to call remark- 
able without ruining their seme of mod- 
esty, are Paul and Edward 
Hobrock 


and William and Carl Schafer. 
They 


lire little fellows, all of them, and they 
curry the Sentinel, by the way, but 
they are turning out work that would 
do credit to heads older by far than 
theirs. 
Started on Kites. 


It was several years ago that these 


boys first showed symptoms of the kite 
habit. They got a lot of strips and be- 
gan the construction of several pieces 
of aerial apparatus, and before very 
long had become pretty efficient kite 
builders. 


They made a number last summer and 


experts commented upon the care and 
excellent workmanship 
displayed 
in 


them. 
Their kite operations 
became 


more extensive as time 
passed, and 


early last spring the boys of the neigh- 
borhood began to admire their handi- 
work to the point of offering to ac- 
quire them by purchase. So early sum- 
mer found the Hobrock-Schafcr combi- 


nation a business of no mean impor- ] 
ranee among the kidlcts of the 
west 


d. 
Open a Workshop. 


So it happens that a workshop has 


been established in a barn on the al- 
ley between their respective parential 
domiciles, and it is a busy place every 
day. Benches for work and metal work 
and everything that the boy carpenter 
can desire are to be had in the shop, 
and the type of work that is turned 
out speaks well for 
the 
mechanical 


gtniue of the boys employed therein. 


When the children's department of the 


Fort Wayne public library advertised 
in the newspapers several months ago 
that a kite exhibition was to be staged 
in the room, early morning found the 
members of the kite-craft loaded with 
examples of their workmanship, await- 
ing the opening of the department. 


So kites to the number of a dozen or 


more from the Hobrock-Schafer 
shop 


were among the first to be placed on 
display. 
Of course the publicity thus 


irfforded the boys went 
a long way 


toward helping them dispose of their 
wares, and their more thick-fingered 
and less skilled fellows of the 
west 


end began to turn in orders to them 
So it happened that four Fort Wayne 
boys embarked early on a career that 
combines mechanical 
knowledge 
anc 


business judgment in a very unusual 
not to say original, manner, 
and in 


which they are making good. 


The Aeroplano. 


Rut kites did not content the TTo- 


broek-Schafer combine, for the 
boys 


soon began the construction of 
aero- 


planes. They got books from the pub- 
lic library children's department—"tell 
how" books, and they studied 
aerial 


navigation no less thoroughly than did 
one Zeppelin fellow (see war or any 
German citizen), and very soon they 
had not only an aeroplane, but a real, 
for-sure fleet of the flyers. 


Of course kites by this time paled 


into an insignificance that was 
near 


unto oblivion, and were it not for the 
financial benefits 
derived 
from 
the 


stringed critters at fifteen cents and 
up, kites would already be a thing of 
the past with them. 


But the boys have built aeroplanes so 


fast and so well that they now have 
them as large as four feet long and arc 
able to fly some of them fifty to a hun- 
dred feet. 
Rubber bands arc employed 


for motive power, and the wings are 
made of thin paper carefully pasted on 
frail woodon frames. Monoplanes have 
been the only attempts of the juniors 
Art SmitlA, but they have builded them 
to perfection, and it is impossible to 
find in any toyshop in the land minia- 
ture flyers that will break less easily 
fly further and look better when they 
are flying than the Hobrock-Schafer 
planes. 


And Sailboats, Too, 


About the only thing that moves the 


boys have not designed and built is 
submarines. Their toy boats display a 
workmanship and idea of marine archi- 
tecture that none but a true sailor can 
fully appreciate. They have built boats 
of every type from the pointed shingle 
up. but their real success has been in 
canvas-covered 
sailing 
craft. 
These 


boats are from one to three 
feet in 


length, and carry soil and tack about 
in the gales that come over Swinncy 
park in a perfectly respectable fashion. 


These little boats are the kind that 


do the heart of the waterman 
good; 


they are well proportioned 
and 
well 


built, but more than that, they have 
the sailing idea. Kite sticks are used 
for ribs, and the keel is laid like the 
keel of an ocean liner. The how and 
stern are cut from solid wood, and the 
keel is sunk deep in these;, and 
the 


ribs then are fastened over tho outside 
to give the shape of the hull. Light 
canvas or duck then is stretched tight 
and tacked into position, and the deck- 
ing is laid as if it were to hold a cargo 
of cedar shingles. 
Then the 
tedious 


and clothes ruining painting process is 
begun. 
White lead and pure 
oil arc 


mixed and a priming; coat is given the 
hull. Then another coat is put on or 
top as soon as the first one is dry, an( 
another and then another arc added 
None of the boats get less than ten 


coats of paint, one of them has twenty. 
And the paint is put on right, too, i" 
thin and even coats that will not soak 
up and blister in the water, yet which 
makes the inside of the little craft as 
dry as the proverbial chip. 


The decking is given its 
share of 


pnint, and girl decorations and numo- 
platcs finish the job. Then the masts 
and spars, the booms and gafts arc cut 
from the right timber and are squared 
and rounded into perfect shape. And 
the sails are cut right- too, are cut 
with an eye to service as well .as beau- 
ty, and they pick up the 
breeze and 


pull the little craft along. 


Keels on wire 
frames 
with 
lead 


weights are added, the bottom half bo- 
ing allowed to 
swing. 
Although the 


swinging keel i« not countenanced any 
longer on a large boat the boys have 
perfectly good reasons for using them. 
The lakes and rivers here, where' they 
sail their boats are nut good channels, 
even for toys, and the swinging keel 
often will slip over a rook or stump 
or patch of weeds that would capsize a 
boat were the keel of the ''stiff bottom" 
variety. 


It's the Care. 


Now here is the point. 
These boys, 


of course, are gifted in the making ot 
kites and boats and 
aeroplanes, but 


they probably are no more gifted thnn 
a score or even a hundred other boys 
and pirls who couldn't do what they 
have done. 
But these boys have an- 


other trait—Hint of thoroughness. Noth- 
ing half-finished, nothing 
"almost as' 


good," nothing slipshod is allowed to 
pass out uf their 
little shop. 
The 


ciisit-r «av is not eonsiilered as long us 
tin- right: way is to lie had. 


If a job looks (is well as .1 good job. 


lull, is not as well done as a good one 
would l«% it, is a failure, and the boys 
turn out nothing but the best 
they 


know how. The twenty coats of paint 
on one of their boats is an example, of 
Uiis.

They do 
things right no matter whether they 
could lie. done nearly right in a shorter 
time and with much less effort. 


Are Real Boys. 


But. 
business nnd "labor" in 
their 


shop are not the only 
aims of these 


boys. 
True, they do spend a lot of 


time in their shop nn.l they work hard 
there, but their very best little occu- 
pation is not selling, but playing with 
the toys they make. The ae^impany- 
ing photographs were made in Swinney 
park one morning last week, while the 
l.ovs were enjoying themselves 
with 


their home-made toys to a much great- 
er degree than were the pampered off- 
spring of several purse-proud citizens 
who listlessly mauls n set of perfectly 
good store-bought playthings in another 
part of tbe park. Come on, boys, leifc 
i-;et together nnd make some boats, and 
s-ce who can turn out the best one.

Trust Estate Incomes Subject to Law, 


Commissioner Says. 


Washington, 
July 
31.—Income of 


trust estates is subject to the income 
tojr, and where received annually by a 
bejioficiary the fiduciary must withhold 
the normal tax, according to a ruling to- 
day by the commissioner of the internal 
revenue. 
Undisturbed annual 
income 


from trust estate, the ruling says, "be. 
comes an entity," liable for the normal 
and additional tax, to be paid by the 
fiduciary. 


When a beneficiary receives only part 


uf the income due, the normal tax must 
be withheld on the sum paid and income 
retained must be treated as taxable to 
the estate for both the normal and ad- 
ditional tax to be paid by the fiduciary. 


Upon filing notice with other debtorb 


or with holding agents fiduciaries shall 
bo exempt from having income due to 
them as such, withheld by any other 
:igent.

STATE TAX LAWS ARE 


SCORED BHPEAKERS 


Subject is Discussed at the 


Meeting of Fort Wayne 


Civic Forum. 


The present tax system in Indiana 


was given hard nips by the various 
speakers at the regular weekly meeting 
of the Fort Wayne Civic Forum at the 
South Wayne school Friday evening. 


Samuel M. Foster told of many incon- 


sistencies uuder the present lawn that 
work great hardships and cause men to 
hide their possessions, especially money 
ind intangible pro|wrty. 
He declared 


that the great burden come* not only on 
eal estate, but drives intangible prop- 
rtv into hiding. 


•"l know of two pieces of property 


which have just been leased." he said. 
'One is taxed at the rate of T per cent, 
and the other is taxed at the rate of 21) 
ler 'cent. There are hundreds of j"«t 
such unfair burdens placed upon real 
estate. In one phase of the matter 
here is no change. The rate is alike in 
every instance, but the law docs not 
take' into consideration the earning ca- 
••ecity of the properties s.> taxed. 
It_is 


Tcmcmlously unequal amxl unfair. The 
men who appraise our property are not 
;o blame. They are well meaning. They 
liscliargu these duties as best they can. 
But we only pay them a pittance of S2 
jet day for each day that they work. 
They arc not experts nnd it is human 
nature that they conserve the good will 
of the people to whom they are com- 
pelled to look 
for approbation and 


-nough votes to re-elect, them to the 
office of assessor." 


Mr. Foster declare,! (hat the money 


tax wa seven worse. A thousand dollars 
cannot be appraised for any less than 
"hat amount and when it was listed at 


per cent anil the interest only 4 per 


cent, the man who had hanked the thou- 
sand dollars had 1 per cent left. 
He 


said that the only salvation was the 
ignoring of the law. 


Between Two Fires. 


Flavins -T. Young declared that the 


iroperty owner is between two tires. If 
i" improves his property the appraiser 
comes along and says: "I see you have 
improved your property. It's worth so 
much more now so up goes the- valua- 
tion." Next year there are no improve- 
ments for the taxpayer has learned his 
lesson, he said.

"The pay roll is increasing. We must 
have more money."

He declared that the 
Mime skill and efficiency ns now appears 
in the county and city offices could l>e 
gained at. half the money now paid and 
not fall below the average intelligence 
displayed.
